PRETORIA, Sept. 7.—At the desire of the 
Transvaal Government there has bee 
transmitted through Conyngham Creen, the 
British diplomatic agent here, to Sir Alfre« 
Milner, the British High Commissioner of 
South Africa, an inquiry as to whether an 
explanation wovld be given in regard to the 
mobilization of British troops on the Trans- 
vaal frontier. 


Sept. 7.—If€ the Transvaal 
6liuation has changed at all asince 
yesterday, it is for the worse. ‘The 
Boer request for an explanation as to the 
massing of British treops on the frontier 
of the Transvaal has an ominous note of 
irritation and impatience, which at such a 
critical stage can scarcely be interpreted 
as anything but a dcfia Both here and 
in Cape Colony the tension and the arming 
continue. Whether the cabinet council will 
afford immediate relief is still a question of 
great doubt The more conservative be- 
lieve that the cabinet will only put a time 
limit upon the negotiations and that the 
interim will merely be a repetition of the 
anxious times which have marked the past 
few weeks. Cape Town advices say the 
Afrikanders regard the latest Boer reply as 
evasive, while others regard it as designed 
to entangle the two governments in further 
negotiations. The average opinion of the 
British press is inclined to regard it as the 
Straw which would break the back of the 
most long suffering diplomatic camel. 

The second edition of the Morning Post 
to-day contains a special dispatch from 
Pietermaritzburg, capital of Natal, saying 
that an ultimatum would be forwarded to 
the Boers to-day. ‘This is scarcely credi- 
ble, however, as every well-informed source 
here believes that the cabinet

Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch, 
PRETORIA, South Africa, Sept. 7.—In 


World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch, asking 
President Kruger to put the Boer side of 
the present controversy with England be- 
fore the United States, the Transvaal leader 
makes this statement: 


The present agitation against this repub- 
lic emanates partly from a certain section 
of British residents to whom the existence 
of the republic, which embraces the most 
flourishing parts of South Africa, is a 
Standing eyesore, and who suffer from the 
prevailing j'ngo mania; partly, also from 
mining capitalists, who, not content with 
having here the best mining laws in the 
world, wish also to have complete control 
of all legislation and administration. 

The franchise voting question was taken 
up (by England) because it was thought 
the republic would not yield-on that point. 
Now that the altered franchise does'*not 
materially differ from. the: Americ@n—it is 
in many respects easier—the agitation has 
become much worse. The object clearly is 
the destruction of our republic and the 
complete control of the richest mines of the 
world. 

The press, entirely controlled by capit- 
alists, spreads unprecedented misrepresen- 
tations and prejudice throughout the world 
against the Boer Republic. 

We are determined to defend to the ut- 
termost that freedom and self-government 
for which our people have shed blood in 
every part of South Africa. Though we 
have no such powerful friend as you proved 
to Venezuela and to other republics, we 
have strong faith that the cause of freedom 
| Republicanism will triumph in the

A jury of her peers in the Probate Court 
Wednesday afternoon declared that she 
was sane and was entitled to her liberty. 

The city authorities made a motion for a 
new hearing Thursday, but it is probable 
that the verdict of the jury Wednesday 
marks the end of the case.

Dr. Hyatt was in an apologetic mood 
Thursday morning, but called attention to 
the fact that the temperatug@ at 7 o'clock 
was 8&2, or four degrees lower than it was 
at the sarie time Wednesday morning. 

He explained the failure. of his predicted 
cool wave to arrive Wednesday night by 
saying the low barometric area, in its 
passage northward, was eplit in two by the 
high area over the Central West, part of it 
going around St. Louis to the Upper Mis- 
Sissippl and the lakes, to which it brought 


heavy rains anda drop in the temperature, 
and the remainder retiring again to the 
Southwest, where it stays.

4 omfort to sweltering 
e doctor is not discouraged, however, 
and renewed his predicfion of cooler weath- 
er by Friday, with showers probable Thurs- 
day night. 

In the meantime, hé. belleves the drop of 
four degrees, shown by the early morning 
thermometer, will remain throughout the 
day, and he does not expect the mercury 
to nise higher than the 98 mark. 

Although this is the hottest weather ex- 
perienced, by St. Louis in September, it is 
noto the hottest weather St. Louis ever had. 
The record was established in August, 1881. 
On the 10th of that month it was 102, on the 
lith 1064 and on the 12th Jt rose to 106 

The barometer in St. uis was normal 
Thursday morning. To this fact St. Louis- 
ans may be thankful, as it reduces the 
danger of heat prostration to a minimum. 

“If New York or Chicago had such heat 
as this,’’ said Dr. Hyatt, “the humidity 
would be very high and the list of prostra- 
tions and fatalities would be frightfully 
long. At cng this morning the ther- 
mometer show 76 degrees and at’ New 
York the temperature was . When it 
rises to above 9 in these cities, the doctors 
prepare to treat heat prostration cases, and 
when it rises to 95 people are stricken by 
the hundreds; his fs because extreme heat 
in Chicago and New York, owing to the 
near proximity of large bodies of water, 
produces extreme humidity in the atmos- 
phere and humidity causes the prostrations.

In regard to the mobilization 
of the Russian army. he said a well-in- 
formed afticie on this subject had ap- 
ared in the Revue Bleu, owing to the in- 
iscretion of a certain person he wouid not 
name, as he, the General, did not wish 
to compromise him. . 

Capt. Guignet confirmed Gen. Roget, add. 
ing that it must not be concluded that the 
information furnished to the German gen- 
eral staff did not emanste from Dreyfus.

Father Brady met Miss Gwinn while he 
was the assistant at the Catholic Church 
at Quincy. The meeting occurred in the 
St. James Hotel. After that they met at 
rare intervals, but the flower of love bud- 
ded and blossomed in their hearts. Father 
Brady struggled against it, knowing what 
it meant. But his struggles were in vain, 
and one day when they met on the 
street he avowed his love. It was accepted. 

‘“Fhese is nothing dishonorable in con- 
nection with our marriage,’ he said. ‘I 
married Miss Gwinn because I loved her. 
I feel that I did not have a fair chance 
in life.

The Dreyfus trial is practically concluded, Cols. Schwartz- 
koppen and Panizzardi will not go to Rennes, nor will the 
court send commissioners to Berlin and Rome to take their 
depositions. Arguments of counsel are now being addressed to 
thé court and a verdict is expected Monday. 

Whatever the findings of the court-martial may be, the ver- 
dict of humanity has already been recorded, that Capt. Dreyfus 
is guiitiess, ana this will be confirmed by history. The evi- 
dence égainst him consists entirely of opinion, hearsay and 
forgery. No fact supports the theory of guilt. On the con- 
trary, the evidence condemns his prosecutors. 

This vreat case illustrates the value of publicity. Had the 
trial in 1894 been conducted openly, in the face of the world; 
Had the prisoner's counsel been permitted to test the evidence 

‘then produced, by independent investigation and cross-exam- 
imation, conviction would not have been procured, public opin- 
fon in France would not have been poisoned and perverted, 
and that unhappy country would have been spared the humil- 
dation and disgrace of a hideous injustice. 

Dreyfus is vindicated: whatever his fate may be, he can hold 
up his head as oa blameless patriot and honorable man. This 
much is secure. No condemnation by discredited judges can 
overturn the world’s judgment or alter the proven and ac- 
cepted fact of innocence.

President Mciath of the Board of Public Improvements*has 
performed a public service in calling attention to the fact that 
the Chicago Drainage Canal will involve the continuous dredzg- 
fae of the channe! of the Chicago River, which will surely 
Produce a largely increased death rate from typhoid fever in 
Si. Louis. 

Mr. McMath shows that the dredging of rivers where sew- 
/@@@.hae accumulated has invariably resulted in numerous 
Cases of typhoid, with high fatality. 

The influx of sewage inte the drainage canal from Chicage 
Will be so enormous that dafly dredging will be needed to 
prevent the formation of obstructing masses and bars. 

The dredges that do this work ought to fly the yellow flag of 
Pestilence or ihe biack flag of death, for disease and death 
will result from their work as guirely as effect follows cause. 

atthe least etriking fact to which Mr. McMath calls atten- 
is that distance makes practically no difference when large 
bodies of poisonvus filth are stirred up by dredging. Cities 60 
miles and more from the dredges suffer from the disturbance. 

With the entire bulk of Chicago's fluid refuse emptying into 
the drainage canal, there can be little doubt that the dredging 
Will have to be carried on through the full length of the canal, 
and mot merely in the Chicago River. The consequences to St.

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SHOT A WOMAN 
ANU HER CALLER, 


James Bellenger of Alton Is 
Charged With Murder. 


MISS HATTIE WATSON DYING. 


JOSEPH REILLY DEAD FROM BUL- 
LET WOUNDS. 


Miss Watson Was a Clerk in Bellen- 
ger’s Store Also His Housekeeper 
—Jealousy Supposed to Be 
Cause of Shooting.

At Alton, Ill, Wednesday evening a man 
shot the woman who kept house for him 
and Killed an erstwhile friend whom he 
found with the woman. The ‘murderer 
calmly stated to the Post-Dispatch ‘Thurs- 
day that he was well aware of what he had 
dene gnd that he was justified and had no 
exPla@mtion to make. 

James Bellenger, prominent merchant, 
is the murderer. Belienger is 40 years oid 
and a widower by grace of the courts. 
The man killed vas Joseph Reilly, head 
of a city transfer company. The woman 
mortally wounded is Miss Hattie Watson, 
-» years old and fairly pretty. Miss Wat- 
son's relatives live at Litchfield, Ill, from 
where she moved tuo Alton two years ago. 
The action of the tragedy was theatrical 
ill the extreme, 
ane shooting occurred in the house oc- 
Cupied by the woman and Bellenger. This 
house is in West Secohd Sireet, in that part 
cf the town cailed Lower . Alton. Tne 
apartments occupied by the womay are on 
the second floor and just a few dours from 
Seilenger’s furniture store, Miss Watson 
Was employed in Bellenger’s store, and was 
io the worid his housekeeper as weil. 

At 8 o’clock Wednésday evening Miss 
W atson and Reilly, who nad cailed at her 
apartments at an earlier hour, were sit- 
ting #n a balcony that extends over the 
street: Phe. balcony was well-lighted by 
near-by arc Jamps and the man and wom- 
an sitting there were in plain view of 
pedestrians below. The woman sat in a 
wicker rocking chair. The man sat on the 
ralilng of the balcony, his back to the 
street. and facing both the woman and 
the dc@r which egress was had to the bai- 
cony. Lhe woman was rocking, the man 
Swinging his feet. 

Suddenly a second man appeared on the 
balcony and came into the view of per- 
sons across the street. The man was Bel- 
lenger, who ail in the neighborhood knew 
by his physique—he is above 6 feet in 
stature and weighs upwards of 200 pounds. 
Beilenger did not pause in the doorway, 
nor did he seem to speak. But almost in 
the second that he was seen on the balcony, 
he began to fire at the other man and at 
the woman, with a pistol. Three shots 
were fired.- With the first, as the woman 
rocked forward, she plunged out of the 
chair. Reilly collapsed at the second shot 
and slipped off the railing to the floor of 


the baicony. 

Belienger backed off the _ balcony, 
through the door and, without apparent 
haste, made his way down the stairs, pass- 
ing excited persons who were rushing up 
stairs, and taking to the alleys, went far 
away from the scene of the murder. 

Miss Watson, wounded and bleeding, ha: 
her arms around the unconsc‘ous form of 
iclily and was ttrying to kiss the map 
back to life when the first of the crowd 
seached the beicony. 

“Joe, my Joe,” ehe cried, “that man Bel- 
lenger has shot us.” 
Reiiiy died within a few minutes. There 
were two bullets in hig breast. Miss Wat- 
son was wounded in the abdomen. She 
was taken to St. Joseph’s Hospital. The 
physicians pronounced her hurt mortal. She 
was alive Thursday morning, but her recov- 
ery seemed impossible. 

Bellenger appeared at the polkce_ sta- 
tion about an hour after the shooting and 
surrendered. He made the same statement 
that he made later tto the Post-Dispatch

The information 
states that Mr. Sewell has become unjustly 
suspicious of his wife, and to prevent her 
from benefiting from his estate is reckless- 
ly disposing of it.

sented by Judge John M. Wood and Mr, 
Bewell by Attorney F. D. McManus.

WANTS HIS CLOTHES 


EDWARD THOMAS HAS SUED THE 
GREAT CITY OF 8ST. LOUIS. 


The City of St. Louls and Conrad Kempf, 
superintendent of the Workhouse, were 
made defendants in a suit filed in Justice 
Haueghton’s court Wednesday by Edward 
Thomas, who charges that Mr. Kempf took 
possession of his clothing and refuses to 
restore it to bim. 

The clothing in question is valued at $5 
by the plaintiff, who was permitted to sue 


as & poor person. 
Thomas is a negro and on Aug. 21 hé was 


fined $10 and costs in Judge Kinsey’s court 
on a charge of carrying concealed weapons. 
There ds an entry on Judge Kinsey’s docket 
showing that the fine would be stayed if 
costs were paid. Thomas had not the 
money to pay the costs and an execution 
was issued and on Aug. 22, he was sent with 
the other prisoners to the Workhouse, 

According to the story he told when he 
filed the suit, his own clothing was taken 
from him when he reached the Workhouse 
and the regulation Workhouse clothes were 
given him. He remained in prison only a 
few davs when he obtained his release. He 
asked for the return of his clothing, but he 
alleges the ards told h.m to get out or 
they would lock him up again. 

‘Thomas returned to the city and next day 
he says ne called on Mayor Ziegenhein ang 
related his grievance. ie said the Mayor 
listened impatiently and told him he could 
do nothing for him, but said he should go 
to the Workhouse and make demand for his 
clothes. 

The negro again went to the Workhouse 
for his clothes. This time he said the 
guards were angrier than before and made 
threats of violence if he did not leave. 
Thomas says he was told he would be 
hanged tf he ever asked for his clothes 
again or if he made any more trouble about 
them. Fearful lest they should carry their 
threats into execution, he left. He related 
his experience to some friends, who ad- 
vised him to bring suit in the civil courts. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called the 
Workhouse by telephone Thursday and 
asked regarding the Thomas incident. 

The chief clerk angwered the "phone and 
said that the svperintendent was not in. 
The clerk appeared densely ignorant re- 

arding the whole aftair and claimed to 

now nothing about the case. He finally 
remembered that Thomar was a prisoner 
there, being received Aug. 22, and that he 
was released on some kind of a writ a 
few days later. But his information wag 
vague. The case is set for hearing Sept. 18,
